The memorial of the growers also 
asks that. the 2%4,000-pound cariload 
minimum apply on all shipments of 
green fruits until September 10, on 
which date they are wijling that the 
26,000-pound minimum made ef- 
fective. The present rule of the com- 
pany permits the shipment of fruit 
under a 24,000-pound carload minimum 
only until July 1 of each year.

Chairman Tweed Says He Has Not 
Heard of Any Proposition to Construct 
the Same—Ripley Again Denies Com- 
bine of Santa Fe and Southern Pacific.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—The Ex- 
aminer says: 

“It has leaked out that one of the 
objects of the visit of President C. M. 
Hays of the Southern Pacific to New 
York is to consult with tHe directors 
regarding proposed extensions in Mex. 
ico. The company owns the New 
Mexico, Arizona and Sonora Railway. 
It runs from Benson, Ariz., a station 
on the Sunset route, southwest via 
Sonora - Guaymas, on the Guif of 
California. It is proposed to bulld two 
extensions on the road. One is to be 
ninety miles long, and will tap vast 
regions of coal in the region of Sonora. 

“The other extension ie to start 
from a station called Ortiz and run 
to Mezatian, 340 miles to the south- 
west. It is expected that this road 
will greatly develop mining camps and 
agricultural regions in many sections 
of Northwestern Mexico.”

Regarding the awards and medals for 
California exhibitors, your committee 
could not get full and satisfactory tes- 


port to the Governor declares that 
California won 568 awards out of 577 
exhibits made, or 9% per cent. But on 
examination it appears that the com- 
missioners could not give a full and 
authoritative list of awards until the 
French official list arrives. From the 
testimony and submitted preliminary 
list it a that about 140 Califor- 
mia exhibitors won awards by reason 
of the superiority of their exhibits in 
open competition with the products 
of the whole world by an international 
jury, which. gave the awards upon the 
merits of these goods. These 140 Cali- 
fornia exhibitors are each and all en- 
titled to efficial diplomas and medals 
from the government of France. That 
140 exhibitors could enter into compe- 
tition with the whole world at an ex- 
position 6000 miles away, and carry 
off such laurels is high praise indeed 
for the marvelous resources and spien- 
did products of this favored State upon 
the Pacific Coast. 

Besides these 140 exhibitors to whom 
awards were made as above stated, 428

"MILITARY RULE MAY CEASE AFTER 


CARNIVAL WEEK. 


Two Persons Killed and Several In- 
jured at Grenada—Dissensions in the 
Cabinet Supposed to Be Healed for 
a Time.

MADRID, Feb. 15, midnight.—({By 
Atlantic Cable.) The Minister of the 
Interior, Sefior Urgarre, in the course 
of an interview, asserted that calm 
reigned in the provinces. and that if 
the same pacific behavior of the peo- 
ple continued after the carnival, next 
week, martial Jaw would be discon. 
tinued in Madrid, and throughout 
Spein, except in Catalonia. Madrid 
remains perfectly calm, although the 
talk of a probable change of mnistry 
after the carnival is very strong.

DISSENSIONS HEALED. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

MADRID, Feb. 15.—The dissensions 
of the ministry caused by the attitude 
of the government in deeling so se- 
verely with the populace appear to 
have been at least temporarily healed. 
The dissenters have agreed not to pro 
voke a crisis In the present situation. 
The government is adopting a waiting 
policy. It hopes that, with the royal 
wedding over, and the departure of the 
Cagertas, the excitement will subeide. 

The censorship of the press is the 
most rigid ever imposed.

“MAN ON HORSEBACK.” 


GEN. WEYLER SUSPECTED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—a.M.1 
NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says that 
it is learned that Gen. Weyler has not 


‘|onty proclaimed martial! law in Madrid, 


but has posted his troops in such a 
manner as to command every part of 
the city. The downfall of the Ministry 
is said to be certain, and that of the 
government possibile. The reason given 
by Weyler for his action is the in- 
ability of the civil government of the 
province of Madrid to maintain order. 

Nevertheless, there is a suspicion 
that this proceeding may be a coup 
d'etat of Gen. Weyler’s. That officer 
has, for the last two years, been acting 
exactly’ like a general who was pre- 
paring for the role of the “man on 
horseback.” He has been making 
speeches and giving out statements, 
the éffect of which went to show that 
he was the only man who could bring 
Spain through her troubles. He is, 


however, the captain-general, and as" 


such he is the person to enforce mar- 
tial law in Madrid when it is declared. 

The disturbances which Gen. Weyler 
is now trying to quell are not, it is 
said by pérsons familiar with the situ- 
ation, of either Carlist or Republican 
origin, although beth parties are no 
doubt active in trying to take advan- 
tage of the trouble. 

It is declared that the uprising is in 
reality an outbreak of the discontented. 
Those taking part in it comprise all 
classes of malcontents, and its causes 
are like those which brought about 
the French revolution. As one dipio- 
mat put it: “Spain is suffering from 
a complication of diseases.” 

Poverty has been increasing, the 
burden of taxation has been growing 
heavier, and the laboring classes are 
ripe for revolution. At the same time, 
the ruling dynasty is unpopular. All 
these complications and a number of 
others have brought about a wide- 
spread feeling of unrest, and great 
events are looked for in Spain unless 
the incipient revolution is quelled. 

Spain had been tending toward a re- 
bellion for some time. Even in the 
lifetime of King Alfonso XII there 
were continual disturbances, and in 
the closing year of his reign there were 
labor riots of such seriousness that it 
was reported that the rioters had 

jsoned the wells in many places. The 
Socen Regent has always been unpopu- 
lar, and during the Spanish-American 
war she received the significant nick- 
name of “the Austrian woman,” the 
same epithet which was apoiied to 
Marie Antoinette. Only a short time 
ago an attempt was made to assassi. 
nate her. Bad as was Fpain's 
tion in the lifetime of Alfonso XII and 
later, the impoverishment resulting 
from the war with America hos made 
it immeasureably worse, and has 
driven the laboring classes to des- 
peration,

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT 
DOES FOR THE PEOPLE. 


L—GOVERNMENT AIDS TO AGRI- 
CULTURE. 
Dr. A. C. True, Director of the Office of 
g Stations. United States Depart- 
tment of Agriculture.) 


HE United States Department of 

Agriculture is a good example of 

a modern government agency, which 
is devoted to promoting the busipess 
interests of the people. It has very 
little to do with controlling their ac- 
tions in any line. Its chief function 
is to ald in the development of our 
great basal industry. As Secretary 
Wilson has recently said: “Appropria- 
tions for its use are investments. It 
makes direct returns by adding to the 
country. It gathers 
facts and spreads information. Much 
is added yearly to the profits of our 
farmers and others as. the tesult of 
its investigations.” 

Beginning with the distribution of a 
few seeds and an appropriation of 
$1000 about sixty years agu, in the 
Patent Office. the Department of Agri- 
culture has grown to be an institution 
employing qver 3000 persons, of whom 
more than are engaged in scien- 
tifle work as experts and assistants. 
It hae an annual income of over $3,- 
000,000. It issues about 600 documents 
annually, of which it distributes about 
7,000,000 copies.

When 
taxes came due I learned that the taxes 
for the previous year were delinquent, 
and the property had been sold to the 
county for the same previous to my 
purchase. I have paid all the taxes 
and redeemed the property. What le 
now the status of my deed? 

Answer: The terms of redemption 
differ in different States. But if, as 
you say, you have redeemed the land, 
according to the laws of the State 
wherein the lend lies, the status of your 
deed is precisely what it would have 
been if the land had never been sold 
for taxes. You have a clear title.

It is not true that any court has dé- 
cided adversely as to licenses. But tn 
my judgment there is ample room to 
condemn the system throughout as to 
ordinary business occrpations, and not 
merely under the police power. 

But a city has no right whatever to 
tax agents or drummers from outside 
any more than those handling local 
goods. And the United States, Supreme 
Court hae decided that where there is 
such discrimination against drummers, 
etc., from other States, the act allow- 
ing it is void, being a violation of the 
interstate commerce laws, and of the 
Constitution of the United States as 
well as the Constitution of the State, 
which rejuires uniformity of taxation. 

MONTHLY RENTAL.

MISSED HIS WAY AND PERISHED 
IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


- Body of John Lett Found in the Snow, 
Leaning Against a Tree—Efiorts to 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 14.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.} John Lett, a 
brother of Mrs. David Aldridge of this 
city, was frozen to death last Sunday 
in the mountains near the headquar- 
ters of the Arrowhead company.

Men are not as Ceremonious as They 
Once Were, but They are Much More 
Moral. 

[London News:) A way in 
which the aristocracy b been af- 
fected by the progress of the cen- 
tury has teen not precisely in man- 
ners or morale as in that intermediate 
country which lies on the border line 
between manners and morais. Man- 


ners, strictly speaking, have suffered 
in being democratiged. The stately 
bowings and curtseyings of the old 
school and the elaborate modes of 
speech which appear in the novels of 
the day have disappeared. In 1301 a 
gentleman never walked with a lady 
without giving her his arm. An amus.- 
ing caricature shows a dandy under 
these circumstances returning from 
the great review in Hyde Park that 
year. There is a downpour of rain, 
and he holds a huge umbrella, as big 
as a small tent, supported by a 
long pole, in two hands, while two

How GOLD WAS FOUND IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


4A. G. Carleton, in the BEngineer- 
ing Magazine for February:] The dis- 
covery of the Australian gold flelds was 
es some instances not altogether with- 
out romance, notwthstanding their pro- 
saic Surroundings, perhaps in no case 
more so than in that of West Pilbarra, 
of which 1 may quote the story as 
commoniy toid. It appears that a dis- 
cerning youih of tender years picked 
up @ stone to throw at a cow (some 
Say a crow,) and noticing that it con- 
tained gold, reported the fact to the 
“warden.” This genileman was so ex- 
cited at the news that he flashed the 
intelligence by wire to the then Gov- 
ernor of the colony. informing him that 
a iad had picked up stone, to throw 
at a crow—forgett'ng to add that he 
hac seen gold in it. Governor, 
much surprised, but moved by curios- 
ity, wired back: “Yes;" and what hap- 
pened to the crow?” (or cow.) This 
elicited explanations which led to the 
prociamation of the disirict as a gold 
field, and in consequence of the rush 
that followed in the same year (133%) 
3493 ounces of gold were obtained, 
valued at £13,273, early attention be- 
ing drawn to the district by the dis- 
covery of several large nuggets, one of 
which weighed 140 ounces. 


HUMOR. 
Bishop Latimer, the martyr, who 
perished at the stake in Queen Mary's 
reign, was (claims the Rev. W. Cowan 
in the February number of the Quiver) 
a humorist of the true type, and with 
this weapon he lashed the vices and 
follies of his own time.

at Pauls Cross, “Who ts the most dili- 
gent Dishep and prelate in all England, 
thet hallthe restin doing of his 

I can for I Know him 
who it is, I Ktow tim well. But now 
I think I hear you listening and -beark- 
@ning that I should name him. There 
Wa one that passeth all the ethers, and 
is the most diligent prelafe and 
preacher in all England. And will ye 
know who it is? I will tell you. It is 
the devil. Among ali the pack of them 
that have cure, the devil shall go for 
my money, for he applieth his busi- 
ness. Therefore, ye unpreaching preli- 
ates, learn of the devil to be diligent 
in your office. If ye will not learn of 
God, for shame learn of the devil." We 
must give one mere extract from a 
sermon, also preached at Paul's Cross: 
“Bishops, abbots, with such others, 
should not rave so many servants, nor 
s0 many dishes, but to go to thelr first 
foundation, and keep hospitality to 


feed the n peopie—not jolly fel- 
lows, with n chains and veivet 
gowns: we let these not once come 


into houses of religion for repast; let 
them call knave bishop, knave abbot, 
knave prior, yet feed none of them all, 
hor their horses, nor their dogs."" Let 
me give one exfimple of humor from 
modern divinesr: and in this connection 
our readers will at once call to mind 
the late Mr. Spurgeon. Like Dr. 
Bouth, he carried humor into the pul- 
pit, and with like effect. In one of his 
sermons he says, speakinzgtof human 
instruments, “Grace is not spoiled by 
the hollow wooden spout it runs 
through. God did once speak by an 
ees to Balaam, but that did not spoil 
His words. So He speaks now, not 
simply by an ass, which he often does, 
but by something worse than that.” 
And, again, how keen is his humor 
when he is speaking of Crabtree Chris- 
tians. “In our churches we have an 
immense number of crab-tree Chris- 
tlans, who have mixed such a vast 
amount of vinegar and such a. tremen- 
deus quantity of gall in theirs constitu- 
tions that they can scarcely speak one 
good word to you. They ere like iso- 
lated icebergs; no one cares to go near 
them; they float about the sea of 
forgetfulness until at last they are 
melted ahd gone; and though good 
souls! we shall be happy enough to 
meet them in heaveh, we shall be 
precious glad to get rid of them from, 
the earth.”” Mr. Spurgeon's humor bub- 
bles over continually, and many illus- 
trations of it might be given but for 
want of room. And yet this great man 
was eo impressed with the solemnities, 
of his office that he said: “I seldom go 
into the pulpit on a Sunday morning 
without feeling that I would rather 
take a cow-hiding than preach.” In 
the same spirit Luther tells us that 
his ‘knees trembled under him as he 


went up into the pulpit, What a con- 
trast to the “things,” as Cowper calis 
them, 
“That mount the rostrum with a skip, 
And then tage down again, pronounce 
a tex 

Cry ‘Hem!’ and reading what they

APOLEON’S DEATH MASK. 
{Thomas Allen Glenn in the Febru- 
ary Literary Era:] No one can study 
the death mask of Napoleon without 
being instantly etruck with its utter 
dissimilarity to any known portrait. It 
bears, indeed, some resemblance to 
those pictures of him made elther when 
a youth, by his schoolmates, or while 
still captain of artillery. There is 
certainiy little or no likeress to the 
portraits of later life, which nearly all 
represent him with the traditionally 
heroic forehead, fat—if net fabby— 
face and projecting chin. The death 
mask of Antommarchi, on the con- 
trary, shows that the frontal develop- 
ment was not extraordinary; that his 
forehead retreated and narrowed above 
the temples; that his cheek bones 
were exceedingiy high—and in this re- 
spect the, mask reproduces almost ex- 
actly the countenance of a well-known 
North American Indian chief—and that 
the iower jaw was not that usually as- 
signed to a brutal fighter. 

Those who have made a careful 
study of the faces of the conquerors of 
the worl4d—of Alexander, of Caesar, of 
Hannibal and of Charlemagne—will 
note in the death mark of Napoleon a 
great similarity. If there is any foun- 
dation fer the statements of late in- 
vestigators that Bonaparte was the 
descendant not only of Alexander, but 
also of Caesar, it may be, if there is 
truth in the doctrine that a physical 
transmission of extraordinary talcnte 
in. certain directions is possible—often 
omitting many generations and recur- 
ring when least expected—that here is 
an explanation for his remarkable like- 
nesses to these great men. Certain it 
is that the head of Napoleon as shown 
in his death mask is the type of the 
conqueror rather than that of the sol- 
dier. .

The founder of the com- 
pany, who rose to wealth and in- 
fluence from somebody’s Kitchen, died 
a year or so ago, and his estate was 
settled In five minutes. He had four 
or five boxes In which were separated 
the affairs of the four or five differ- 
ent branches of the company’s bus- 
iness and his own. The white man 
who made the distribution said that 
he never saw any estate in such per- 
fect order. 

Right along in this row is a drug 
store, where you may buy ecrapings 
from deer horns to make you ‘fleet of 
foot, and a number of general mer- 
chandise stores. In the next street 
over, however, are the most of the 
interesting stores. They utderstand 
English too well on Marchessault 
street to be really comfortable. In 
one of the stores ihey have a phono- 
grape to which you are invited to lis- 
en. 


NUTS ARE SAFEST. 

At almost any of the stores there 
are Chinese nuts and candies for sale. 
They are fairly good. Some people 
are fond of: the nut-meg, grater-like 
nuts. There is a kind of fudge and a 
rock candy that is 
has the merit at least 
cheap. Most of the householers are 
supplied with these, however, and with 
Wily bulbs as well, by their vegetable 
and washmen. 

The nuts are on the whole the safest. 
After a Chinatown trip, one is afflicted 
with doubts a@ to the process of candy 
making. Domestic missionaries who 
have worked with the ‘“hinese wives 
gay that the race has simply no con- 
ception of neatness. For instance, a 
Chinese woman, eager to learn, was 
instructed how to remove the food 
ecraps from the table with a brush and 
how to sweep off the floors of her 
kitchen. She was found one day to

ALLIGATOR GARS. 

They Nearly Made Away with a Chi- 

cago Man—Largest Was Eight Feet 

Long. 

[Chicago News:] Louls Hausler, of 
South Chicago, had an adventure on 
Town Lake recently which. came 
near ending his lfe. Single-handed 
and armed with nothing but a small 
hatchet he met and conquered three 
enormous alligator gare in @ fight that 
lasted the best part of an hour. Every 
Winute of that time Mr. Hausler was 
engaged not enly in dodging the 
enormous jaws of the vicious and 
voracious beasts, but in preventing 
them from overturning the skiff in 
which he was. Had that 
his life would not have n worth a 
minute’s purchage, 

Mr. Hausier is a pioneer resident on 
the Calumet, and is a brother of the 
senior partner of the Hausier & Luts 
Towing Co., which ‘aa controlled the 
South Chicago tugs. or 36 years he 
has fished along the shore of Lake 
Michigan, and was the first to begin 
the manufacture of caviare from we 
eggs of lake sturgeon. Since the sup- 
ply of this fish failed he has branched 
out into other waters. This year, with 
a number of other Chicago Oshermen, 
he descended the Mississippi in search 
of the fleeting “shove! bills.” Most of 
the pary went to the Wihte River, but 
Mr. Hausier, hearing of good fishing 
in Old Town Lake, landed there and 
stacked ten immense crates of seins, 
box nets, trammels, and other knitted 
traps on the bank. 

Old Town Lake is a holiow, some 20 
miles south of Helena, Ark. The 
ground has sunk, and the hollow, 19 
miles long, has Olled with water. The 
lake so formed is full of cypress 
stumps, which makes net-placing dif- 
ficult. The surroundings are desolate 
in the extreme, consisting of thick 
cypress woods and dense undergrowths 
of tangled vines. 

On the first visit to the iake Mr. 
Hawusler set a light gill net in the lake 
in a likely looking piace to find ‘if the 
fish were running. Returning to his 
skiff next morning he found that the 
whole line of cork floate had been 
drawn under water. He could not un- 
derstand what was pulling at the net, 
but grappli for the leading line he 
started to haul the netting in. Sud- 
denly there was a rush through the 
water and a pair of enormous jaws 
were thrust over the side of the skit 
and snapped within half a foot of )is

my arm but a good part my body 
as well, and were armed th rows 


of wicked-looking teeth I saw at 
once that it wae an alligator car and 
a big one. I grabbed a hatchet—my 
only weapon—and struck him on the 
jaw. but made no cut. The creature 
is covered with scales from which @ ree 
volver bullet will turn flattened. The 
skiff was near overturring and I was 
hunting for a vulnerable place on the 
big one when two more that seemed 
to be just as big came rushing up. It 
seemed every minute as if I would be 
in the water or in their jaws.

So diffuse is it that it deceives the eye 
and at first seems without power of 
illumination. 

This is the light—the “perfect sent- 
tary’, light, as Tesla calls it—which 
he Has been seeking for. There are 
neither wires nor carbon filaments to 
break or burn out.

She is referred to by her fol- 
lowers as “Mother,” apd appears to be 
regarded with a reverence little short 
of that displayed by the Roman Catho- 
lics for the Virgin Mary, or by the 
Theoosophists for Mrs. Catherine Ting- 
ley. A book, which she has written— 
and which al! the faithful are expected 
to purchase, at the price of $5 or there- 
abouts—is regarded with little less 
veneration than the Bible itself. 

It may readily be admitted, and has 
frequently been admitted in the hy- 
gienic department of The Times, that 
the power of the human mind over the 
body is great—greater by far than 
many of us suppose. Many true sto- 
ries have been told to emphasize this 
fact. Such, for instance, as that of 
the two condemned criminals in Rus- 
sia, one of whom was told he would 
be placed in a cholera bed, although it 
was not done, while the other was put 
into a cholera bed and nothing said 
about it. The one who was misin- 
formed about the cholera died with all!

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THE GLORY OF A CALIFORNIA WINTER. 

OW can we tell the story of a California winter, 
H:: draw a truthful picture of it as it appears today 

so that our friends upon the other side of the con- 
tinent may look upon it and appreciate its charms? 
How make them understand the splendor of contrast 
which we enjoy as we lift our eyes from this blossom- 
ing, summer-crowned world—where one might dream a 
myriad Junes Wére hidden in the brightness of the sun- 
shine, to the mighty uplift of the grand Sierras, where 
God hath set His glory on their granite foreheads, man- 
tled the:r rocky shoulders with the snows of frozen win- 
ter, and the splendor of His light wrapped about their 


Pouthern California, at this season, is a land of sharp 
contrast, holding as it does the climatic features of two 
worlds. Summer and Winter here look each other in 
the face, yet they never encroach upon each other's do- 
main and the line of separation between them is dis- 
tinctly drawn. Winter is on the heights, summer in the 
vales. More than eleven thousand feet above this tropic 
calm and beauty do some of the loftiest peaks about us 
rise. The valleys are green with luxuriant gasses. Un- 
numbered flowers have burst into riche t b'oom; the re- 
eplendent air is full of fragrance and pulsing with song. 
Palms are waving in the sunshine. Butterflies are 
threading the air, and bees hum gayly in the light. Like 
silver threads flash the crystal streams, and the river, 
which so long has slept beneath its sand, has, since the 
rains, grown riotous in its bed and is rushing on with 
a glorious tide of melody to the sean. Nature here is full 
of life, and growth is pulsating in everything. The 
breeze that fans us eeems to come from the lips of 
summer, and it is full of spicy sweeiness and odorous 
balm. The full-leafed trees catch the golden glint of 
the sunlight; the great grain fields are covered with 
emerald shoots that hold the promise of abundant 
harvests. We ride past billowing fields of alfalfa: vast 
orchards with ripening fruit and gardens full of plenty. 
The orange hangs golden in the warm flocd of sunshine, 
and the ploughman is busy in the fields turning up the 
fresh damp soil which beckons the sower for his seet. 
We hear the happy buzz of the flies, the crickets chirp. 
and the contented low of the cattle that sta-d knee high 
in the luxuriant grass. Soft, warm airs blow in from 
the south, and flocks of birds light on the green lawns; 
vio ets and pansies look up from the r ga den beds; roses 
and lilies mingle their fragrance, and all things seem 
to tell us of an eternal summer. 

But we lift our eyes at length beyond the green p’ains 
and the glorious foothills and we seé the great moun- 
tain wall that encircles us on the north and east. It has 
Vast peaks that seem to penetrate the skies. Their 
summits are as hoary as the frozen north. The snows 
of winter are piled upon their crests, and the hand of 
frost is on their leaping waterfalls. The swift-moving 
cable cars will bear us up over the steep incline on their 
rocky sides and soon we can clasp the frozen hand of 
Winter. Below are the green vales and orchards, but 
here his white snows confront us and his very breath 
makes our ears tingle with his cold. 

In no part of this broad free land of ours—this cont'-, 
nent of mighty distances—do we find any section where 
the kinship of man with nature is more fully expressed 
than in California. Nature's volume as unfolded here 
shows us but little that is tame. It is eloquent of that 
which is vast and inspiring, and California may justly 
be denominated the sublime epic of the western world 
whose increasing rhythm is heard ia thundercus cata- 
racts, and whose eloquence is varied by the craggy lips 
of snow-crowned, sky-reaching Sierras. It is impossible 
to make of it a dull page of prose. The spirit. of sum- 
mer hours is asleep in our valleys in the arms of Jan- 
wary, and while the deep bass strains of winter sound 
upon the heights, Summer writes her gayest lyrics on 
our blossoming valleys and plains. Here are always 
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tance, and the uplift of Alpine heights that equal in 
grandeur the Alps of the Old World. Come and see it 
all, oh, dwellers of the far East, and wonder and admire. 


HE student of humanity who desires to see the 
TT itty ot the racer and wishes to gain knowledge 

of his fellow-men is always baffled by the Babelistic 
walls which environ linguistic communication. In addi- 
tion, the planet where he dwells, with its hardships, its 
wars, pestilence and famine, and its perturbations of 
cosmic force, has been inimical to wide-spread chronicles 
of the vast races of mankind. . The archeologist who 
digs deep into prehistoric earth, wherever physical life 
has left its trace, finds chiefly a record of wounds and 
colossal sorrows. — 

Sometimes an old book or a hieroglyphic or a master- 
piece of art extends the luminous ring of discovery. 
Aeschylus or Sophocles offers a light on Grecian his- 
tory; Shakespeare holds 4 star in the coronel of Eng- 
dand; Raphael paints his glorious cartoons, and the 
world has a new understanding of the mission, sorrows 
and triumphs of the Christian church. But with the 
best of interpretations much remains unknown of the 
physical and psychical life around us. No science can 
explain the organization of the crystal, with its com- 
plicated system of polar forces or the meaning of the 
vibration of the nerves. Science calls life a stbtie 
combination of vortices or typical polarities 
played on by regular stimuli, and refers 
the whole incentive to force. Still, man is on the brink 
of the unknown. He is wisest who looks at the moving 
metamorphosis and worships and adores.the God who 
“passes understanding” and accepts the faith of St. 
Paul that, “since the creation of the world God's in- 
visible things, even His eternal power and divinity are 
plainly seen, being perceived by the things that are 
made.” 

Since man is told that he was created in the image 
of Deity, a wish to know the highest thought of the 
centuries must be one form of approach God-ward. 
Therefore the translation of books and the interpreta- 
tions of art must be considered among the avenues of 
the best knowledge of man. He who can bring the free- | 
dom of spirit which is capable of seeing beauty in the 
ideals of different races has gained new outlooks on his 
horizon. The genius of the North, with its glacial at- 
mosphere, is another than that of the tropic South. 
The courts of Louis and Elizabeth have each left their 
records of national dissimilar life. In order to have a 
just discrimination of Spenser's “Faerie Queene” or 
Drake's “Culprit Fay,”’ one should we familiar with the 
mythic creations of orienta! faticy. 

The extensive work of international translation and 
interpretation which has been accomplished during the 
last century is an unparalleled story of enlightenment, 
and is going far in the liberation of the mind from nar- 
row prejudice. Moreover, the reader, while keeping his 
own national guide to Olympus, is able to diversify the 
journey by other routes across Siterian stepp-s, through 
the palm-laden tropics, or the land of the Nibelungs. 
Original genius receives new impulses, and the transla- 
tions become the touchstone of fresh incentives. 

California, during the past winter, has welcomed 
numerous interpreters whore names are identified with 
racial music. The Los Angeles Symphony Orchestra 
has translated the dreams of Wagner over the mystery 
of the Grail and the epics of the Minnesingers. The 
melodic heart of Italy has spoken here in the operas 
of Donizetti and Verdi. The offering of song and of 
orchestral harmony is binding the world in a new unity 
of art. Godowsky has delineated the sensitive spirit of 
the Slav. ‘The musica) flow under his touch, the singing 
undertones and shadows of his style tell the quality of 
those inspirations which reign supreme. In the playing 
of sonte of Ci pin's studies he combined them with such 
art that he was able to present two of them at the 
same time. It was as though he took his com 
Chopin—one of his Slavonian and musical brother- 
hood—by both hands, to draw him back to a world of 
remembrance out of the silence where he sleeps, to fill 
the hour with the echces of eternal music. In those 
virile, harmonic passages, what ear could be so dull as 
not to hear the pathos of Poland's wrongs cince the hour 
of the famous old battle hymn, “St. Mary,” which is 
still sung in the cathedral at Gneizno? Did there not 
also linger in Chopin’s minor numbers something of 
that plaintive spirit which Boleslas the Great wove 
into the songs which Martin Gallus of old translated 
into Latin? The brooding of patriot Poland over 
ancient injustice and wrong has been expressed 
in many beautiful themes of poetry and wmue:c. 
Chopin has told in inspired moments sometuing of the 
phantasy and mysticism and thrilling dreams of the 
Slavic race which haunted the poet heart of Mickie- 
wiez.. P 

Jeremiah Curtin, who has recently visited California, 
after long journeying in the service of the bureau of 
ethnology of the Smithsonian Institution, has made 
known the novels of Henryk Sienkfewicz. Mr. Curtin's 
translations have won favor for that novelist and helped 
to place his name among authors where Kraszewki's 
fame is acknowledged.

Homes Better Than Ruins. 


As to the picturesque ruins, the present Italian govern- 
ment has done more than all the other reigning houses, 
emperors and-popes that ever went before it to preserve 
for the eyes of the tourist and the investigations of the 
student, the ancient and faded glories of the empire that 
was. It has torn down nothing that was worth the keep- 
ing. The great Lanciana, whose voice is the highest au- 
thority in these matters, ceclares that the government, 
steadily pursuing investigation and excavation always 
finds far more than its destroys. And where it destroys 
to build, it merely blots out a plague spot and builds 
a cluster of “homes”’—ard better, noble work the house 
of Savoy could not do—all honor to it. Viva Italia! 

So, you see, while I also love to look at the ruins: 
while I enjoy prowling through the Colosseum by moon- 
light with the boys and watch them recalling the days 
of the gladiators and the fighting emperors, with a little 
sparring contest on the storied arena, with “guard,” “up- 
percuts” and “counters” that would have puzzied the 
classic boxers who reached after each other's solar plexus 
in the days of Titus, and find a melancholy pleasure in 
dreams that are disturbed by the shouts of my “young 
barbarians at play” to know if “I saw how. he did that?” 
yet I find a real joy in the new homes that surpass in 
every quality and material feature of home life any } 
ruined palace I have seen in this city of ruins. It is 
an easy thing to muse over the glories and splendor and 
wealth of the mistress of the world as one loiters amid 
the ruins of temples and palaces; and so easy to forget 
the submerged nine-tenths who lived in hovels to make- 
the palaces possible. It is pleasant to 
dream of the purple that the changing of 
the dream to the rags is a shock that awakens. These 
palaces and temples are not the monuments of a coun- 
try’s wealth and grandeur. They were builded upon the 
crying poverty and shivering nakedness of the millions, 
for the insane pride of the few. Twelve thousand en- 
slaved countrymen of Jesus the Nazarene wrought upon 
the great walls of the Colosseum. So many years of toil. 
dying at last under the lash of the taskmaster, whose 
pay chest was the v lary of his curses and the sting 
of his lash, were ught into the stately walls of this 
palace and that temple! These palaces are majestic even 
in their colossal ruins; they are beautiful in their ivy- 
mantled decay—even as the flush of stealthy death upon 


health. They wre magnificent in the days of 
pletion and glory. 


The Other Side. 


But you should have seen them when the master was 
gathering the money for them, in the roar of the flames. 
and the black clouds of smoke; in the blood-drenched 
streets of the sacked towns; amid the screams of mur- 
dered children and the shrieks of helpless maidenhood in 
the brutal hands of a savage soldiery, mad with lust and 
drunken with blood. You should have seen the palace 
when the scaffolding was up. While they were 
laying the mosaic floor in the sleeping chamber of 
the emperor, you should have watched the slaves 
“scourged to their dungeons” when the long day of sore 
toil ended in hunger and weariness and in a long night 
of wretchedness. Somehow or other you don’t get a com- 
plete or a true conception of a palace when you see‘noth- 
ing but the finished building. And then you would thank 
God for the new Italy and the present day of its hope, its 
emancipation and its real glory. The history of Rome 
has been written. It is a story of the past centuries. The 
history of Italy is another story, and strong hands, clear 
heads and loyal, patriotic hearts dre writing it on the 
pages of his new century. Viva Italia! 


The Old and the New. 


What has most profoundly impressed me in Rome? In 
all this world of art and story, romance, history and tra- 
dition? Just a sign painted by a goed sign painter who 
knows his business and does good, plain lettering. It is 
over the doorway of the old Dominican Convent of the 
Minerva, The Church of Santa Mar’a Sopra Minerva 
was built in 1280 upon the ruins of atemple of Minerva 
which was founded by Pompey. Always this Domin- 
ican monastery adjoining the church will be connected 
with the history of the Inquisition. Here, on the 22d of 
June, 1633, at the close of his trial before the tribunal 
of the Inquisition, Galileo went down on his knees and 
at the command of the church recanted his “accursed” 
heretical and de estible doctrine” that the ea’ th revolved 
around the sun. That sounds more like fable than any- 
thing in Roman mythology. But it is only plain, un- 
varnished history. And the most impressive thing in 
Rome is the sign over the doorway of the old seat of the 
Inquisition. It is not hoary wilh age and crumbling into 
the majesty of a venerable ruin, wied with the misty tra- 
ditions of the past. It is as bright and true as good 
modern “outside” paint and gold leaf can make it, and 
it dates only from the time of Garibaldi and the good 
reign of Victor Emmanuel! II.

tory and education. And there is a great free library in 
the building—free to all students—open every day. And 
the last time I went there—for that sign had a pleasant 
fascination for me—some carpenters were putting up 
new shelving in thrce great ro.ms—for m-re bocks. And 
the day I left Rome the library was still open, the In- 
quisition was still dead, and the earth was still going 
around the sun. ‘

The Prem ‘er of New Zealand 
is the head of the government; this means he is the 
head of everything. Think of a country where the rail- 
roads, the telegyfphe, the te‘ephones, the savings banks, 
the chief life-insurance companies, and a score of other 
things are run by the State. Let there be laige car 
shops and machine shops filled with government em- 
ployes. Let the government have stock in the biggest 
banks; iet it put its fingers into the management of 
the farms, the factories and the mines, and co a dozen 
other such things that no cther government has ever 
attempted, and you have some idea of this institution 
in New Zealand. 

The head of this government is the Hon. Richard 
Seddon. He is more its President than McKinley is 
the President of the United States. He is the leader 
of the House, and be almost coatrols Parliament. He 
can to a certain extent make his own laws, and he is 
pushing forward new schemes of all kinds without re- 
gard to precedent or history. It is he who for years 
has been at the head of the scecialistic movements in 
New Zealand. He is the man behind the new laws 
which relate to labor and capital, and at the head of 
the party which is now cutting up the large, unproduc- 
tive land holdings of the rich and dividing them at the 
lowest possible rates of ownership requirement among 
the poor. 


A Pen Picture of Premier Seddon. 
New Zealand pfides itself on being the workingman's 


country, and Richard Seddon prides himsgif on being its 
representative. He is a man of the people. He was 


born in England, the son of a Lancashire farmer. He 
learned the trade of an engineer, and when as a boy, 
about fifty-six years ago, he first came to Australia, he 
worked in the railroad shops. Later on he went to the 
gold fields at Bendigo, and there dug in the mines with 


his own hands. His friends sometimes call him “Digger 


Dick,” though all traces of the roughness of his mining 
life have long since passed away. Mr. Seddon worked 


in the Australian mines for three years, and then came 
to New Zealand to try his luck in the gold fields of 


the west coast. It wns there he first engaged in politics. 
He was elected Mayor of his town, and more than 
twenty years ago was sent to the New Zealand Parlia- 
ment, -He has been in Parliament from then until now. 
He is the father of the House, as well as its leader. 

It was in the Parliament House that I met Premier 


Seddon. I had letters of introduction from Washington, 
and came thcre to present them. He was seated at the. 


end of a long table piled with papers and documents. 
I was presented to him by his private secretary, and he 
made me at home. 

My description of him will be bettered by the photo- 
graph which he gave me during my stay. It represents 
the Premier in his uniform as one of the highest 
officers of the Masonic order of New Zealand, and it is 
a striking likenezs of him as he is today. Mr. Seddon 
is one of the birgest of the public men of our time. 
He is tall, broad shouldered and well formed. He has 
a big frame, a big head, and a strong neck. He stands 
firmly upon his feet, and he is as straight as our own 
President McKinley. He has a fair complexion, light- 
brown hair and beard, and eyes of cerulean blue. His 
features are a sort of a cross between thoee of James 
A. Garfield @d Benjamin Harrison, leaning strongly 
toward Garfield. He has more of Garfield than Harri- 
son in his nakeup. The blood in his veins is warm, 


ead his nerves are aliye with personal magnetism. His 


will grow stronger. I look, in fact, for union rather 
than dissolution. I believe that we will eventually have 
a federation of all the English-speaking peoples. The 
time will come when Great Britain and her colonies 
and the Americans and their colonies will be united 
in almost every movement. Our interests are the same. 
We have the same language and the same ideas as to 
God, man, and the universe. We are of the same race, 
and blood is thicker than water.” 

“What will this union be?” I asked. 

“Ti will be a union upon broad lines. Each govern- 
ment will manage its own local affairs, but we will all 
work together as to matters humanitarian and com- 
mercial.

“How much railroad have you in New Zealand?” 

“We have now more than 2000 miles, the total cost of 
which has been a little more than £ 16,000,000, or in the 
neighborhood of $80,000,000.

The cash revenue for 1899 amounted to 
more than $7,000,000, while the expenditure was less 
than $5,000,000. The earnings of some of the lines 
ranged from 5 to 13 per cent. The matter is very closely 
figured, and, the roads belonging to the government, 
there is no incentive to give anything else but the best 
service at the lowest possible cost.”

RIVALS OF THE TOWER OF PISA. ° 


OLD ENGLISH TOWERS THAT SEEM TO DEFY 
THE LAW OF GRAVITATION. 


[London Country Life:] The leaning tower of Pisa, 
-famous though it is, is not the only instance of a 
inclining considerably from the perpendicular, for 
are quite a number of similar architectural curiosi- 
ties in England and accruing to each is some incident 
in its career that caused it to take upon itself its pres- 
ent deformity. It may be that the builders were at fault. 
or that accidents made the towers incline to such an ex- 
tent as to banish all hope of remedy; but these leaning 
towers still stand, modest rivals to that in Italy, it is 
true, but no less quaint and no lees void of romance. 
Let ihe skep*ic who telieves England is lacking in-such 
freaks once pay a visit to the Temple church at Bristol 
and he will soon find his doubts dispelled, for there may 
be found as good a specimen of the leaning tower as 
Britian can show. None seems to know how the tower 
came to take its inclining attitude, for there is no event 
chronicied in its history that leads one to believe that it 
was originally built upright. The masonry is intact, the 
architecture faultless, and yet the tower is five feet out 
of the perpendicular, though only 114 feet high. It may 
be that the dec repitude of old a-e or unsound foundations 
brought about this*state of things; if not, it can be only 
put down to a freak on the part of the bullider.

The church ts through- 
out of the most substantial stonework, but the epire, ow- 
ing to some fault on the part of the builders, has grad- 
ually sloped many feet from the perpendicular, till it has 
taken the shape of a segment cf acircle. To one walking 
up the churchyard it seems to be falling, though it has 
frequently been examined and proved perfectly safe. 

Another church capable of bestowing an unpleasant 
thrill upon any stranger who approaches it is to be found 
at Chesterfield, in Derbyshire. The spire is considerably 
over 200 feet in height, and leans six feet to the south 
and four feet to the west, with the reeult that the nearer 
the spectator draws, the more the spire scems to bend. 
The reason of its deformity is not far to seek. 
The builder, in erecting the church a coup!e of centuries 
or so ago, used green timber for the spire; consequently 
as soon as the sun began to dry the wood, it caused it to 
warp into its present fantastic shape. 

The Lincolnshire fens naturally furnish very treach- 
erous ground upon which to erect buildings of any 
weight, and it is, therefore, not surprising to find three 
of Britain’s leaning towers situated near each other in 
this neighborhood. Surfleet church has sunk in the — 
marshy ground on one side to such an extent that the 
towér leans many fect cut of its original vertical position, 
and appears to be falling. A few miles away are Spald- 
ing and Weston churches, both of which are a constant 
source of anxiety to the residents in the vicinity lest 
the sloping towers should fall. An examination is made 
about every year, but as yet ne reason to fear a disaster 
has been reported. 


A STRANGE STONE BOOK. 


IT WAS DISCOVERED IN KANSAS AND 1S MADE 
OF RED PIPESTONE CLAY. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:}] George U. 8. Hovey of 
White Church, Kan., has among his very interesting col- 
lection of stone relics a small stone book which he found 
near the th ee [Indian mounds in Quicd:uro township, Wy- 
andotte. Mr. HoVey has spent years in deciphering the 
Stories of stones and flints that he has found in the 
neighborhood of Kansas City. He has the largest col- 
lection of relics of the stone age in the West. His home 
is full of them, and the overflow is piled up in his 
As bis investigations he has some new 

eories ch he is trying to impress upon scien- 
tisis at Smithsonian and Peabody. 2 

One of Mr. Hovey’s especial prizes is this little stone 
book. It is made from the red pipestone clay found in 
Minnesota, weathered some with age, making it darker 
than when ‘first taken from the quarries. It is almost 
three inches long, two inches wide and one inch thick. 
The lines are not as true as they would have been had 
the workmen had modern tools, but nevertheless it is a 
good representation of a book. 

“Near the mounds where the book was found, was the 
site of a prehistoric town,” said Mr. Hovey. “Here men 
dwelt for many years, with their wives and children, and 
here are to be found in great numbers their implements 
for the war and the chase. We know their workshops 
from the flint, chips and spails. Thousands of arrow- 
heads have been found, also many currying-stone knives 
called by the Smithsonian professors “humpbacked 
knives,” indicate that here were also located their tan- 
neries. The extent of the ground, the many loads of 
flints removed since the place has been known to the 
whites, all show that it was a town of considerable im- 
portance. The number of these ancient townsites and 
mounds within the limits of Wyandotte coupty makes it 
not a rash assertion to say that 1000 years ago enough 
people lived here to make a great city. But to come to 
the stone book. 

“There is a tradition that a great medicine man had a 
stone Bible, and this is the way it goes: The frst 
whites to come among the Indians were missionaries.

He talked with so much earnestness and strength that 
soon he was reinstated, and to this day among most 
tribes are the two factions, the blanket Indians and civil- 
ized, the pagan and Christians. -

Sir Robert Hart. The customs duties collected by China 
amount to 23,000,000 taels ($16,500,000) per annum, and 
the cost of administration is about 10 per cent. When 
the Chinese Customs Service was in the hands of the 
native officials it did net yield to the government much 
more than one-tenth the revenue that it yields now. 
The customs revenues of China are derived from a tax 
of 5 per cent. levied upon all exports and imports of the 
empire. This percentage is insignificant compared to the 
customs duties of other nations, and can easily be 
raised to 15 per cent. without seriously effecting the 
volume of China's trade. Such an increase would raise 
the revenue from this source to about $55,000,000 per 
year. The other revenues of the Chinese government 
are derived from the salt taxes, 
per annum; the opium and miscellaneous taxes, yield- 
ing about 8,000,000 taels per ann 


The Land Tax. 


The land tax of China is the greatest source of im- 
perial revenue, yielding more than one-third the total . 
revenues of the throne, which aggregate only about 99,- 
000,000 taels a year. This land tax is a direct tax of 
from 25 cents to $1 per acre, according to the quality, 
levied on all the arable land in the empire, yet last 
year it yielded the central government only a little 
over 33,000,000 taels. The collection of this tax is still 
in the hands of the Chinese officials, apd vith the hnown 
corruption of such control, it will sot be surprising to 
learn that the amount assessed and *ollected from the 
people aggregates more than five times the amount 
which reaches the imperial government. From the a,ea 
of land taxed and the known rate of taxation, 't is esti- 
mated that the amount collected from the people on 
account of this land tax, aggregates about 160,000 ,000 
taels ($117,500,000) per annum. The difference between 
this sum and the $25,000,000 received by the Peking gov- 
ernment represents the “squeeze” of the army of officials 
through whose hands the money must pass before reach- 
ing the imperial treasury. If this great land of China 
were honestly and efficiently administered by a foreign 
commissioner, as is the customs service, it alone would 
offer an ample security for the great indemnity now 
demanded. After paying for its administration and pay- 
ing to the Chinese government a sum equal to that now 
received by it from the tax, ft would still leave a bal- 
ance of over 100,000,000 tacls per annum. Such a sum 
would pay 5 per cent. interest per annum on a debt 
of 1,000,000,000 taels ($730,000,000) and leave a sum suf- 
ficently large to repay the entire principal of the debt

Tt is, of course, true that China is unable to pay tn 
cash any such sum as that demanded by the powers,

OUCHING on the treason of Benedict Arnold, there is 
a little-known story which had for the scene of its 
action the four years of the war of secession. In re- 
sponse to the first call of Abraham Lincoln for troops a 
young man appeared at a Detroit recruiting office and 
enlisted. He went to the front, and in the course of six 


retiring disposition, always courteous to his fellow-offi- 
cers and just to his men, but he sought no close friend- 
ships. He was known throughout the command as a 
man whose devotion to duty amounted to a passion. He 
once sought and secured a change of command in order 
to have more frequent hand in the heavy fighting. He 
was wounded three or four times, and was so restiessly 
anxious to get back to duty that the surgeons found him 
a hard patient.

Then 
convalescence came, and with convalescence the restive 
desire to get to the front again. He told the surgeon 
that he was fully able to report for duty. The surgeon 
told him that he was not, and that he must stay on the 
sick report for some time longer. Then the major wrote 
a letter to his colonel in the field and asked him if the 
obeying of the doctor's orders was compulsory. The 
colonel, who knew his man, wrote back that it was as 
much a part of a soldier's duty to obey the surgeon as 
it was to obey the commanding officer who ordered a 
charge on a breastworks in the face of shrapnel. This 
satisfied the major, and he underwent the rest of his 
confinement in the hospital resignedly, if not cheerfully. 

Finally the major went back to the front. He was 
offered at one time a colonelcy. He declined. He fought 
in every battle of the later Richmond campaign, and was 
in at the end at Appomattox. The major headed his bat- 
talion in the great parade of the returning victors up 
Pennysivania avenue. Then there came the final muster- 
ing out of the troops. Less than a month afterward the 
coloce! of a fighting-line reziment received a letter bear- 
ing a Toronto postmark. It was from the major. It 
said in part: “I served all through the war under an 
assumed name. I trust that I did my full duty. I wish 
you now to know that I did what I did in order that 
I might in some little way atone for the deed of one of 
_my family. Sir, | am a Canadian by birth, and my name 
is John Benedict Arno!d.”—([Chicago Times-Herald.

Hunting the Ostrich.

We were met outside the walls of the town by a 
horseman attired in a white woolen mantle flowing 
over a gold embroidered crimson jacket, red morocco 
boots, and light slippers over them. He was the sheik 
of the city, who, attended by six horsemen, came to 
greet us and to receive the usual tribute due for crossing 
the country. But our wily Kaid, after extending his 
salutations and having found that the sheik had no 
information about the caravan we were after, said we 
were not to cross the country, but Only to pay a 
friendl¥ visit to his city and go back. Thus he avoided 
paying the tribute. 

Temassinin seems to enjoy a certain thriving condi- 
tion. It is the crossing point of nearly all caravans 
bound for dr returning from Eastern Soudan, which, be- 
sides paying tribute for crossing the territory, must 
also buy their supplies there. Watered by a bragch 
of the Wad Ighargar, the oasis produces abundantly. 
Besides dates, which are the main usual production, figs, 
pomegranates, peaches, oranges, quinces, grapes, melons, 
pumpkmhs, barley, beans, lucerne, palm-oil, etc., are 
grown in abundance. 

Our Kaid at last gave up the pursuit of the caravan 
and we decided that we would. have two days of rest 
before returning to Wargla. The sheik, Abou-bel-Kas- 
sem, placed the guest-house at our disposal. This was 
a single-story building of four rooms for the guests and 
a courtyard for the animals. 

The news that two Christians were with the caravan 
spread apace in the city, and as a result a throng of 
slovenly people of all ages and sexes hung around the 
house a good part of the day to see what kind of 
men Christians were. Most of this curiosity, however, 
went unsatisfied, for we cared little to stand at the 
door to be the target of all eyes, but those who chanced 
to see us stared in amazed silence until we withdrew, 
tired of their gaze. On one occasion, wishing to ex- 
perience how sociable they would prove, I stepped 
toward a group of young men and smilingly offered, by 
extending my own, to shake hands. But them all re- 
ceded in proportiop as I approached, and placed their 
hands behind their backs with expressions of mani- 
fest repugnance and fear, as if the simple contact would 
inoculate them with some subtle fluid of Christianity. 


‘1A boy of about 18, whose hand | caught unawares, 


sprang back with screams and grimaces, staring wildly 
at me. He was at once surrounded by his fellows, who 
looked eagerly at his hand to see whether the Christian 
imprint had not been left upon it. It was amusing to 
look through a loophole at these people walking about 
or sitting or lying in the street, waiting for a chance to 
gaze at the Christian wonders. 

Slavery is used here in every form, and I observed 
that the slaves were not treated by the Tuariks as well 
as by the Arabs, Mozabites, Chambas, or Wargiees. 
Their fare must be very poor or scant, for the bones of 
these almost naked, hapless human beings were promis- 
cuously salfent, neither did they show in their attitude 
the same tigor as their brethren of the north.

To catch them, the hunters use a wire stretched five 
feet high, at the height of the ostrich neck, over a 
long distance in the plain. Several hunters then explore 
the tection around, and if the game is perceived they 
chase it toward the direction of the wire, frightening it 
by firing guns, and, when the frantic bird happens to 
strike the wire it is instantly killed by a broken neck. 
Such capture is not of daily occurrence, and sometimes 
weeks pass fruitiessly, but each capture affords ample 
compensation. 
There are three other ways of hunting the ostrich in 
the Sahara. The Tuariks, who are the best profes- 
sional hunters of the country, use the wire as described 
in the foregoing, or endeavor to tire the bird out 
by using several relays of mehara (swift dromedaries,) 
posted along the usual way followed by the bird, and 
toward which it is chased. Sometimes they also re- 
sort to a peculiar stratagem which consists of forming 
an ostrich skeleton with an artificial neck clothed with 
its skin and feathers which the hunter carries with him 
and puts on as soon as the bird is perceived. By that 
means he sometimes succeeds In getting within shot of 
the birds without frightening them. The Arabs and 
Chambas in Northern Sahara rarely hunt the ostrich 
otherwise than by scattering poisoned food across the 
haunts of the bird or around its nest when it has been 
discovered. But the gizzard of the ostrich is of such a 
strong tiesue, and such is its digestive power, that this 
means often fails. Some Arab hunters, however, ride 
down by means of three or four relays of horses. 
ven when lying wounded, and though its bill is in- 
capable of doing any damage, three men cannot take 
possession of the bird, for its legs are very dangerous 
in the struggle it sustains against its aggressors, who, 
if they come within reach, are\literally torn down with 
a broken limb or ribs. Its blows will produce a lasting 
mark. 


Gigantic Birds. 


‘Upon visiting an ostrich-breeder’s farm, where the 
old hadj took us, we observed six of these fleet-footed 
creatures of towering stature. The tallest one, a beau- 
tiful male, the father of the family, carried himself 
most majestically. It was about nine feet high, or 
eleven feet when extending its neck. Its weight was 
reckoned to be nearly 350 pounds, whereas the average 
weight of the Saharan ostrich in full growth is 200 
pounds, and the wilds ones rarely exceed 250 
pounds. The breeder was especially fond of this huge 
cock, which wore a glossy black plumage on the body 
and displayed white, silky, spreading tall and wings. 
He said that the whole crop of these white feathers 
was destined for the Pasha of Tripoli. The female's 
feathers were dark on the body and gray on the wings. 
and tail. The feathers of the younger ones, he said, | 
were plucked only once a year, in May, while the 
older ones yielded two crops per annum. A whole crop 
from the hen he sold or bartered for the value of six 
Spanish dollars, and the cock’s crop for double that 
price. 

The retail price of feathers ran from six cents each 
for those of the body to 16 cents for those from the 
wings or tail of the hens and to 40 cents for the white 
feathers of the male, but the latter were scarce and 
could not be obtained even for money. I observed in 
my experience in those wilds that there is an inter- 
change of adornments between the Sahara and our 
civilized world, and all for the sake of the fair sex. 
The Saharans furnish silky feathers for our ladies to 
enhance their golden curls, while the Europeans fur- 
nish copper bracelets and anklets, necklaces, pearls 
and beads for the sable Saharan beauties.

GLIMPSES CAUGHT ON A JOURNEY 
ACROSS LOWER CALIFORNIA.

UADALUPE (Lower California,) Feb. 11.—The un- 
Gj wonted activity just now be ng manifested in the de- 

velopment of the long-neglected resources of Lower 
California has awakened an interest in this compara- 
tively obscure region that, in recent years, is entirely 
without precedent. There is perhaps no other section of 
the continent, if, indeed, of the entire hemisphere, at 
once 80 easy of access and so little known as this great, 
sinuous arm of land immediately beyond our southern 
border. 

With the exception of the more-or-less conflicting re- 
ports ‘ssued by various evanescent land companies that 
from time to time in the past essayed the colonization 
of the peninsula, practically the only existing literature 
descriptive of the country and its resources consists of 
the Syganish records left by the Jesuit and Franciscan 
missionar-es, who, in centuries past, labored to Christian- 
ize its natives. 

With a view to supplying, in a measure, this dearth 
of information, your correspondent has entered upon a 
personal exploration of such portions of the Lower Cali- 
fornia peninsula as would seem, from casual report, to 
involve the greatest degree of human interest. As a pre- 
liminary step in this undertaking, I obtained, through 
Trecords in the yo exico, the following an 
facts relating to the section: 

The of the peninsula, reckoned on the 
somew ul basis of its average len and 
breadth, is 70,000 square miles, a little less Pg wh the 
area of the State of California. In length, it measures 
upward of 750 square miles, while the exceeding irreg- 


four years. During its earlier annals, various beliefs of 
a chimerical character were entertained res ing the 
newly-found region, the most popular of which repre- 
sented it as an island inhabited by a race of warrior 
women. Hence, it was originally known among the 
Spaniards as the Islas Amazones, which name was later 
replaced by that of “California,” derived from the title 
borne by the heroine of a then popular crusader romance, 
who figured as the Queen of a Greco-Syrian race of 
Amazons. 

The subsequent records dealing with the repeated at- 
tempts to settle the peninsula abound in miany thrilling 
episodes, from the raiding of its valuable pear! fisheries 
by Dutch freebooters, to the harrowing experiences of 
the devoted missionary fathers at the hands of barbar- 
ous Indian tribes. A pathetic circumstance in connec- 
tion with the work of these missionaries is the fact that 
although during the 100 years’ interval between 1697 and 
1797. no less than twenty-two mission churches were 
founded in various portions of the peninsula. At the 
expiration of that period the fathers were expelled from 
the region, and today little but crumbling ruins remain 
in testimony of their unrequite! labors. As is generally 
the case with Spanish literature, the surviving records 
at my command throw little light on the topographical 
nature of the country where the romantic events so mi- 
nutely set forth transpired, such questions remaining te 
be solved entirely through personal observation. 

Accompanied by a special photographer, I proceeded by 
rail to the border between Upper and Lower California, 
which point is mafked by a severely-designed monu- 
ment of sculptured granite inclosed by a metal paling. 
Inscribed on opposite sides of this sentinel shaft is a 
legend, couched in both Spanish and English, setting 
forth the fact of its having been erected in commemo- 
ration of the international boundary survey of 1850. 
Curiously enough, the character of the United States 
possessions undergoes a marked change immediately 
at the line, the green hills that roll grandly downward 
from the mountains abruptly breaking at this point, to 
sweep away like the surf of the sea into far-reaching 
sand-dunes beyond.

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W ASHINGTON’S CHURCH 
é A VISIT TO THE 4NTERESTING OLD 
TOWN OF ALEXANDRIA, VA.

HE little old town of Alexandria is situated on 

the Potomac River, in Virginia, about eight miles 

below Washington, and about midway between the 
latter city and Mt. Vernon. These two historical places 
are reached from Washington either by steamers that 
ply up and down the river, or by electric cars, which are 
much faster, and which cross the Potomac on the famous 
Long Bridge. 

The streets of Alexandria present a very forlorn but 
exceedingly picturesque appearance—long and narrow, 
paved with conglomerate, and used by vehicles that have 
been handed down for several generations. The store 
buildings and residences, particularly the latter, that 
line each side of the streets, are old and worn. They 
are from one to three stories high, are closely built, and 
are very picturesque representations of the old English 
style of architecture, simple and without detail. Outside 
of a couple of up-to-date stores, a few new fesidences,- 
and the terminus of the Washington and Mt. Vernon 
electric line, the city is free from the invasion of any- 
thing modern. 

Just off from King street, the main business street of 
the city, is the famous old Braddock House, and in the 
same block, on another corner, is the oldest building in 
Alexandria, said to be over one hundred and forty years 
old, and its present appearance bears out the truth of 
the statement. It is now used as a tobacco store. 

On King street I met a policeman, who looked like a 
disguised farmer. He pointed out to me the “Marshall 
House,”” where, in 1861, Col. Ellsworth was killed. It 
will be remembered that Ellsworth had seen a Confed- 
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erate flag waving from one of the upper windows of 
the building, and he rushed up t6 destroy it. He accom- 
plished his purpose, but as he was returning to the street 
he was met at the foot of the stairs by a man with a 
shotgun, who fired the shot that’ sent the brave colonel 
to his death. The building was then a hotel, but now it 
is a candy shop, and the proprietor lives in the rooms 
above the store. 

The most interesting place in Alexandria, however, is 
the old Christ Church where Washington and Lee wor- 
shiped. There among the trees it stands, simple and un- 
adorned in its architecture, and, with its old red brick 
walls and stately steeple, it looms up as a monument to 
ithe past. The north side of the building is almost en- 
tirely . covered with ivy. To the left of the church 
stretches the churchyard, with its solemn tombstones, a 
century old, standing like sentinels guarding the last 
} earthly resting places of the dead forefathers. 

On February 1, 1765, the parish of Fairfax was created 
from a portion of the parish of Truro, by virtue of an act 
of Parliament, and two months later twelve men, one of 
who was Col.George Washington, then thirty-three years 
old, were elected to constitute a vestry. It was the duty of 
this vestry, besides attending to the regular business of 
the church, to collect fines and fees,.to record all agree- 
ments binding apprentices with their masters, and to 
care for the poor, sick, disabled, foundlings, vagrants, 
etc. In the pursuance of these duties, some records were 
made on the vestry book which are odd and interesting. 
The following are fair examples: . 

“By Lawrence Monroe, for gaming, do, 10s, Od. 

“Thomas Lewis, for hunting on Sabbath. 5«, 0d. 

“To Townsend Dade for sitting a poor man across the 
ferry, twenty four pounds tobacco. 

“Dr. Robert Lindsey undertakes for to make a cure of 
William Graham, at 100 P. ct. on his medicines, each 
portion at £4. 

“For .two bottles of wine and bread for communion, 
£6, 18s. 

“For one pair stockings for pensioner, £12. 

“Dr. William Shakespeare for keeping a podre child, 

The first minister of the church was Rev. Townsend 
Dade, who received a salary of 17,000 pounds of tobacco. 
The first sexton was John Rhodes, who received a com- 
‘pensation of 500 pounds of the same article. 

That Washington was faithful in his attendance at 
the meetings of his church is conglusively shown by the 
diary kept by himself, some of the entries in which are 
as follows.

“1788, November 4, Mr. Herbert and lady, Mr. Potts 
and lady, Gen. Lee and lady dined here, with Count 
Mostier and the Marchioness of De Bretan.” 
In 1766 the vestry ordered a levy of 31,180 pounds of to- 
bacco to be made upon-the people of the parish for the 
purpose of building a new church at Alexandria, for 
which the ground was donated by Charles Alexander. The 
church was built for £600 sterling, by James Parsons, in 
accordance with plans drawn by an architect, named 
Wren. On the day of acceptance, ten pews were offered 
rfor sale, and No. 5 was purchased by Col. George Wash- 
ington for £36 10s, being the highest price paid. 
The church as it stands today is but little changed. I 
walked around to the front of the building and there 
fotind an iton turnstile, which was locked. No one 
seemed to be around the place. 1 shook the gate for 
severd] minutes in an endeavor to attract the attention 
of the keeper, if one there was. 1 gave this up, and, after 
a good deal of effort, managed to squeeze my~way past 
the turnstile. No sooner was I inside, however, than two 
men came out of a little wooden shelter house, not two 
feet away from the turnstile, one of whom placed him- 
self in a position to block any attempt on my part to go 
out again, and politely. reminded me that there was an 
admission fee. After paying the fee, I followed the guide, 
who unlocked the door of the church and led me into 
the auditorium. I was at once struck with the quaint. 
appearance of the interior. The woc®@vork and walis are 
white, which seems to add to the surroundings a charm- 
ing air of purity and simplicity. There is the altar, with 
its heavy canopy, on each side of which are large panels 
containing the original doctrines of the church, printed 
in bold, old-fashioned letters. Directly in front of the 
altar stands the high baptismal font, which was presented 
by Charles Alexander. To the left of the font is the 
ee pulpit. In the wall on each side of the . 
are set tablets. The one to the left is inscribed 
‘To the Memory of George Washington,” and the one of 
the right “To the Memory of Robert E. Lee.” In the mid- 
dle of the room hangs an elaborate chandelier which was 
presented to the church in 1785 by Washington: it was 
wy for candies, they being used for illuminating until 
Over on the left side of ch 
Washington bought for £36 10s.

On the 
door to No. 5 is a little plate inscribed with a facsimile 
of Washington's signatire. The pew is now used by 
Lawrence Washington, a great grand nephew of the gen- 
eral, and one of the present vestrymen. He was, by the 
way, the first white male child born in the mansion 
at Mt. Vernon. 
Acrcss the aisle from Washington's pew is No. 46, which 
was owned and used by Robert E. Lee. Lee was a vestry- 
man of the church at the time the Civil War broke out. 
This pew also bears a plate with a facsimile of the own- 
er’s signaturé. 
In a little room at the back of the church is a col- 


lection of hymnals; prayer purse, spe- 
cifications and contract for the building of the church, 
It is worth noting that the 


and other things of interest. 
old er book in this collection was published in 1795 
to take the place of the one formerly used, and to con- 
form with the new practice of invoking the blessing 
of the Almighty for the President and members of Con- 
gress, instead of for the King and members of Parlia- 
ment. An old Bible in the collection was one that be- 
longed to Washington himself. 

Walking4hrough the meeting room and into the yard 
I was unconsciously taken back by the surroundings to 
the last quarter of the eighteent.century. I could see 
the gay coaches, each drawn by four great horses, col- 
lected in the grove around the church, the “gentlemen 
and their jJadies” alighting and greeting their neighbors. 
There were the Washingtons, the Custises, t. e Alexamsers, 
the Lyles, the Fitzhughs, all gathering to worship God 
in their simple way, and as I walked away from -the 
church I could hear the old anthem floating across the 
churchyard on the quiet air of that bright Sunday morn- 
ing, mingling its sweet sound as it pasred through the 
trees with the songs of the birds.

BROKEN AT THE WHEEL. 

{Notes and Queries:] In the diary of that remarkable 
man, Gen. Patrick Gordon, who left Scotland in 1651 a 
poor, unfriended wanderer, and, when he died, in 1699, 
had his eyes closed by the affectionate hands of his sor- 
rowing master, the Czar Peter the Great, the follow- 
ing entry is to be found, under date Hamburg, March 22, 
1686: 

“This day, a man and a woman, a burger of the 
towne being the woman's master, for murthering, were 
carted from the prisone to the house whére the mur- 
der was committed; and there before this house, with 
hotte pinsers, the flesh was *torren out of their arms, 
and from thence were carted to the place of justice 
without the towne, and there broken and layed on 
wheeles.” 

An instance fifty years later than thoee quoted at 
the last reference is recorded in the “Correspondence 
of Mr. Joseph Jekyll” (Murray, 1894.) In April, 1775, from 
the balcony of his lodgings at Orleans, Jekyll saw a 
criminal broken on the wheel. In a letter to his father 
(p. 13) he enters minutely into the sickening details, 
adding that “the crime ef the unfortunate creature was 
burglary, as we learnt from his

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THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL. 


By Ki ale Greenleaf Locke. 


The Attractive Foatures of Old New York Houses. 


BE. M. writes that she regrets that in the in- 
terior arrangement and furnishing of our houses 
"we are “like sheep, following a certain lead,” 
houses are so much alike. She 


says: 

“Many modern houses introduce you into what is 
called a reception hall, and this apartment is not often 
spacious, though it is generally expected to do duty 
as a parlor and entrance hall as well. Another fault 
of the modern house ia-that in its usual arrangement it 
precludes all privacy. When we are ushered at once into 
the lived-in portion of the house, the house loses some- 
thing of its exclusiveness. There are many features of 
the old New York houses which, it seems to me, tt would 
be well to copy, more especially the lofty entrance 
halis.”’ 

In answer to this, I would say that the question of 
the entrance hall depends on the dignity and class of 
the house. When I have advised a front door opening 
at once into a livingroom, it is in a house in which the 
question of space and comfort of living is of paramount 
importance. When a house by the style of its struc- 
ture and magnificence has a certain d'gnity to maintain, 
the lofty entrance hall figures properly. I have myself 
often admired these halls in the old New York houses. 
When they are richly furnished they are very impres- 
sive, though they are often none too wide. I read re- 
cently a letter descriptive of the better class of houses 
in New York seventy-five years ago. As it was written 
by an Englishman, giving his impressions from his Eng- 
lish point of\wiew, it is very interesting. He says: 

“There is a species of genteel house that abound in 
New York that I have looked into while passing with 
the utmost pleasure. The tenants of there dwellings are 
chiefly merchants and professional men in moderate 
circumstances. You know that no American who is at 
all comfortable in life will share his dwelling with an- 
other. Each has his own roof and his own little yard. 
These buildings are finished, and exceedingly well fin- 
ished, to the attics. The furniture of these houses is 
often elegant, and always neat. Mahogany abounds here, 
and it is commonly used for all of the principal articles 
and very frequently for doors, railings of stairs, ete. 
Indeed, the whole world contributes to their luxury, 
French clocks, English and Brussels carpets, curtains 
from Lyons and the Indies, alabaster from France and 
Italy, marble of their own and from Italy. In short, 
every ornament that is known in every country in 
Christendom, and frequently out of it, are put within 
reach of the Americans of moderate means by the facili- 
ties of their trade.” 

He then proceeds to describe in particular the dwell- 
ing of Mr. ——, on Broadway. Of this street, he says: 

“It is the fashionable mall of the city, and certainly 
for gayety the beauty and graco of the beings who 
throng it, and, above all, 


iron rails and glittering brass ornaments.

Italian marble; Brussels carpets, large mirrows, chairs, 
sofas and tables in mahogany, chandeliers, beautiful, 
neat and highly-wrought grates, in firep of home 
work candelabras, lusters, etc., much as one them 
all over Europe.” 

In speaking of a spacious room on the second floor 
which he calls a “saloon,” and says belongs exclusively 
to the mistress of the mansion, he remarks that: 

“It is furnished with rather more delicacy than that 
below. The curtains are of blue India damask, the 
chairs and sofas in the same colored silk, and other 
things are made to correspond.”

THE CACTUS WREN. 
- BIRDS OF OUR ARID LANDS WHO BUILD THEIR 
NESTS WITHIN GREEN FORTS. 


By a Special Contribucor. 


ODF Frmust take you from the immediate vicinity 
T= your homes to the cactus-covered hillsides of 
the more remote parts of our county, and tel! you 
of one of the most intelligent and most interesting of 
our birds—the cactus wren. He is only one of the 
large number of wrens which go to make up the sub- 
. family known to ornithologists as Troglodydinae. In 
this name you will probably recognize the rudiments of 
' the word “troglodyte,” which means, “a dweller in a hole 
or cave;” and such are these birds, all making their 
“Rests in holes or else, as is the case with the cactus 
’ Wren, building a long, purse-shaped structure among 
the flat leaves of the cacti and lining it with soft 
feathers, just as the house wren lines the hole which 
she has selected for her summer home. 

-There is scarcely a clump of cacti in Southern Calli- 
fornia which does not harbor one or more pairs of these 
birds. The long, thorny spines never seem to trouble 
them, as they glide freely and rapidly through the 
thickest clump, hopping from one leaf to another, never 
missing their foothold, but rarely taking to wing save 


when some marauder approaches too near their retreat. | 


Even then their flight is slow and rather close to the 
ground; in fact, they sail, as do their cousins, the 
thrashers, rather than fly like the other hillside birds. 

Their long, decurved bill and spotted breast show us, 
without further study, that their proper place is on the 
borderland between the thrashers and the wrens, two 
very-clogely-related famil'eg. In fact, this species comes

These cactus wrens do not, however, always confine 
themselves to the cactus as a nesting site. I have found 
their nests in oak, elder, and even orange trees, in the 
last-named place, however, only when the orchard was 
neglected and grown up to weeds. The birds are particu- 
larly brave, remaining close to their homes until the in- 
truder has finally disappeared. Yet their anxiety for the 
safety of their homes seldom if ever leads them to re- 
yeal the whereabouts of the right nest among the sev- 
eral decoys built to deceive their enemies. On the who‘e, 
however, their homes are pretty safe, since the cactus 
gives them protection from everything save birds, and 
their well-roofed nests protect their eges from these.

THE JOLLY GAME OF HAND RINGING JIS RAPIDLY 
BECOMING POPULAR.

Hand ringing is on the high road to becoming a popu- 
lar sport among American boys. Its excitement and 
variety, its call for quick judgment and a ready hand 
endear it to every lover of good sport. 

The diagram shows the arrangement of a field, for 
buccaneering. Two stakes from three to four feet in 
length. are set firmly in the ground. They should te 
separated by perhaps fifty feet.

NE of the interesting features of San Diego is the com- 
munity which has purchased a large tract at Point 

Loma, about ten miles from town, where several build- 
ings of considerable size have already been erected, and 
many more are planned. The doings of this organiza- 
tion, which Is known as the “Universal Brotherhood,” 
have been told in the press, and their peculiar proceed- 
ings, when the new headquarters were inaugurated with 
midnight processions of sheeted figures carrying candles 
and with weird incantations, caused much astonishment 
and in some cares a little alarm among residents in 
the neighborhood. 

These people appear, however, to be quite harmless, 
and as they seem te have plenty of money to spend, 
and to be willing to spend it, the people of San Diego 
have come to regard them as one of the stock features of 
San Diego, like the Coronado Hotel or the Sweet- 
water dam. It is not easy for visitors who are merely 
curlosity seekers to obtain access to the buildings at 
Point Loma, that is to say, unless a person happens to 
have some influence with the “great high muck-a-muck,”

in which she is referred to by the members, appears to 
be regarded by them in the light of one who, if somewhat 
less than divine, is at least considerably more than hu- 
man.

There are two brick banks for rent, 4nd a gen- 
eral air of dilapidation. The Kimballs, who were con- 
sidered wealthy men a few years ago, are now preity well 
in the dumps. They have expended a large amount of 
energy, especially in the line of olive culture. 

Recently—as mentioned last week—the Theosophists 
have purchased the silk collection of Miss Carrie Wil- 
liams, and have made arrangements with that lady to 
superintend an extensive silk culture establishment at 
Point Loma, where it is said a large area will be 
planted to mulberry trees, and much money, expended 
in giving the enterprise a thorough test. This, at least, 
is one sensible idea, for which our theosophical friends 
ahould recieve due credit, as a set-off to their many pe- 
culiarities. 


The Santa Ana Valley. 


F the thousands of tourists who come to Southern Cal- 
0 fornia every year from all parts of the world, there 
are few who know anything of the Santa Ana Valley 
beyond what may be seen from the windows of a rail- 
road car on the way to San Diego or Riverside. Yet this 
is one of the most fertile and weil-cultivated and beau- 
tiful sections of California, containing a larger area of 
solidly improved horticultural land than can be found 
anywhere else in Southern California. The total area 
of orchard, which extends around Santa Ana in a solid 
body, embraces about seventy square miles. 

The city of Santa Ana is a bright, clean and pleasant 
county seat, with an air of prosperity, the basis of 
which is easily discovered in the course of a couple 
of hours’ drive through the suburbs. The cities of 
Santa Ana, Orange and Tustin form practically one con- 
tinuous settlement of neat, attractive rural homes, em- 
bowered in flower gardens and orchards. The roads are 
good, and a striking feature of such a drive is the abund- 
ance of trees along the sides of the roads, furnishing 
a@ most grateful shade in summer, and assisting in keep- 
ing down the dust. A majority of these trees are not 
(he common blue gum, but more symmetrical varieties, 
such as the Grevillea, the Eucalyptus Robusta and fir. 
Of the latter a great number have been planted, and any | 


yielding their fortunate owners a large income. 

The settlement of the Santa Ana Valley has been of 
a somewhat different character from that of Riverside 
and Redlands, which have been largely created by 
wealthy eastern people, who have brought money with 
them and have built handsome homes. On the other 
hand, the Santa Ana Valley is almost entirely peopled 
by men who have worked themselves up from the 
bedrock by their own efforts, and have made their com- 
petence out of the soil upon which they live. In many 
cases there may be seen the modest shack which 
served as a shelter in early days, standing in the rear 
of a tract, with a pretty modern villa in the foreground. 
The Santa Ana Valley. as it is today furnishes proof 
positive that Southern California is a good place for a 
: poor man, under certain conditions,

ar ga and Riverside oranges are indissolubly con- 
nected. There is probably no city tn the world of 
this size—certainly no city in the United States—which 
has been so directly and entirely built up through the 
cultivation and sale of the golden fruit. Riverside would 
more appropriately have been named Orangeville, or 
Marmalade, or something of that kind, as the river is 
not visible to the naked eye, except after a particularly 
heavy rainfall. 

Riverside claims to be, geographically, the largest 
city in the United States, and financially the richest in 
proportion to population. Both of these claims may 
readily be admitted after a couple of hours’ drive 
through the orange growing-section, which extends un- 
broken for an area of about thirty square miles around 
the town. The business section of the town is remark- 
ably neat, bright and clean. A happy taste appears to 
have guided those who selected the architectural style 
of the leading buildings, some of which would be a 
credit to any large city in the world. The leading stores 
are strictly up to date, including one large modern 
partment store. 

A drive along Victoria avenue, in the higher part of 
town, with its mile after mile of well-cultivated orange 
groves, bordered by hedges and beautiful shade trees, 
is a revelation to those who have not been in River- 
elde for several years, and a source of wonder to 
strangers. On a large proportion of these new groves 
there are no buildings, the owners preferring to live in 
the middle of the town, where they can better enjoy 
the advantages of social life. Off to the right, on two 
high rocky knolls, the Gage Company is making im- 
provements that in course of time promise to be some- 
thing like the beautiful Smiley Heights at Redlands. 

A great amount of building is going on at Riverside 
including some fine residences, and land has been pur- 
chased for a new high school. These people have 
money to spend, and they are apparently not afraid to 
spend it. 

Sufficient time had elapsed, when this trip was made, 
to observe the effects of a recent severe touch of frost. 
In the higher part of town, for mile after mile, there 
was no evidence whatever of frost, even the delicate, 
tender shoots of the pomelo being untouched. In the 
lowlands, where a perceptible decrease of temperature 
was noticeable, there had been more or less damage along 
the line. The trees bere are mostly large seedlings. !t 
was here that the earliest planting of orange trees was 
done in Riverside, at a time when little was known here 
in regard to the industry. Here may also be seen the 
original navel orange trees, from which all the stock of 
that variety has been derived. it is sad that the man who 
has added so much wealth to Southern California, by the 
introduction of this wonderful tree, should himself 
have come to financial straits in his closing years. 

Riverside is a great place for social entertainments 
and for golf, polo, cricket and other games. There is 
a considerable sprinkling of young Britishers «mong 
the population, and where these are you will always 
find plenty of out-door sports. Riverside claims to be 
a prohibition towa, there being no saloons where liquors 
are openly sold, but for all that you need not go dry, 
if you “know the ropes.” Just tip a wink to some local 
friend, and he will steer you into the back room of one 
or other of the drug stores, where you will see as big 
a stock of liquor as may be found in the average Los 
Angeles saloon. This system is; of course, well known 
to the authorities, and is winked at by them. It seems 
to be imagined that this method of venJing “booze” 
is more conducive to morality than its open sale in a 
licensed establishment.

ANY of the manufacturers of more or less dubious 

cure-alls, who occupy so much space in the ad- 
vertising columns of the papers, make a specialty of 
elaborate testimonials, supposed to have been rendered 
by grateful patients who have been cured by means 
of their remedies. This is especially the case with 
medicines which are specially prepared for women, who 
are supposed to be more easily susceptible to such bait, 
not having so much knowledge of the world as their 
husbands and brothers, although the latter, it must be 
admitted, furnish a sufficiently large crowd of “suckers” 
to fill the coffers of the medicine men. 

A writer in Woman's Physical Development throws 
some light on the manner in which these testimonials 
are frequently obtained. He says: 

“The writer knows of a man who draws a salary of 
$100 per week for securing photographs and writing 
testimonials of this character. He~goes down on the 
Bowery atid buys an old photograph from a photogra- 
pher, then he writes a glowing testimonial to accom- 
pany it, signing any name and address that may be con- 
venient. Of course he arranges that some one receives 
the mail addressed to this supposed person, and that all 
queries are answered, and that the poor, frail victims 
of weakness are induced to buy and try these ‘fake’ 
remedies.”

Size and Brains. 


CCORDING to an article in the Medical Record, there 

is no particular relation to be traced between intel- 
ligence and stature, although, other things being equal, 
the man with the large body will have the best chance 
in life, both from a physical and mental standpoinz. 
Following is from the article referred to: . 

“From investigations among soldiers and from the 
literature of the subject there is no doubt in my own 
mind that if a man’s development is #0 unstable that he 
has psychical stigmata, he is invariably of bad physical 
development also and has numerous physical stigmata. 


As far as I know there are few, if any, cases of abnor- 
mal minds in average bodies devoid of stigmata. It is 
a fair inference then that if a man’s body is nearly an 
average in all respects, height, weight, proportions, etc., 
there must also be an average brain, and, therefore, a 
normal mind—excluding, of course, normal men who 
have acquired insanity. Beyond this we dare not go, 
for there is absolutely no relation between Intelligence 
and stature. Men of genius may be big like Bismarck 
or little like Napoleon or Da Costa, and the same be said 
of the feeble-minded as well as those of average intelli- 
gence. George Washington's physical measurements are 
. said to have been identical with those of Jeffries, the 
giant pugilist. Other illustrations might be given in- 
definitely. 

“It is true that the human brain weight depends upon 
the body weight, for many muscles require many brain 
cells. In like manner the sparrow needs but a few 
grains of brain, while the whale and elephant must have 
m6re than man. Yet that indescribable and immieas- 
“urable variable called intelligence depends upon other 
things in addition to weight of brain, and the increase 
of brain weight due to increased stature corsists of tis- 
sue which may not, and probably does not, have any*s 
bearing upon intelligence. 

“A big physique with immense reserve power and en- 
durance is a decided element in forcing men to the 
front in the struggle of life. This is in accordance with 
recent investigations among Chicago school children, 
which are said to show that the best scholars in any 
class are appreciably bigger than the rest. Hence, 
other things being equal, the big men, having an ad- 
Vantage, should have a larger percentage of their num- 
ber successful than the little men. Yet statistics show 
the very opposite, for Lombroso mentions (“Men of 
Genius,” page 6) but twenty-six great mén of tall stature, 
while he names fifty-nine who are short, some of them 
being even dwarfish or less than five feet in height. As | 
the anomalies of height are equally distributed on each 
side of the mean, there must be some tremendously- 
active cause to make the little men more than twice as 
brilliant as the big. The two classes, beiffg equally re- 
moved from the average, should be equally abnormal 


mentally.” 


Tobacco. 


FOMMENTING upon the effeets of tobacco smoking, 

‘Dr. Mussey says it is a mistake to suppose that — 
smoking aids digestfon. The very uneasiness 
which it is desirable to remove is, he claims, occa- 
sioned by tobacco itself, or by some other similar means. 
If, says he. tobacco facilitates digestion, how comes it 
that after laying aside the habitual use of it most in- 
dividuals experience an increase of appetite and diges- 
tive energy and an accumulation cf flesh? 

Here are some other testimonials from physicians in 
regard to the effects of tobacco on the human system: 

“Dr. Brodie. But the ill-effects are not confined to 
the nervous system. In many instances there is a loss 
of healthy appetite for food, the imperfect state of the 
digestion being soon rendered manifest by the loss of 
flesh and the sallow countenance.

ing of shag tobacco, or, above all, of cavendish tobacco, 
in quantities from half an ounce to an ounce dailv 
very frequently causes blindness in men at 40.’

Six years ago, Andrew J. Blackwell, a white man who 
had married an Indian woman, started a town called 
‘David. He sold lots to white people for $5 each. The 
Indians heard of it and seat fullbloods there to frighten 
away the people. As the whites declined to be fright- 
ened away, the Cherokee couacil convened in special ses- 
sion and ordered the arrest of Blackwell. He was 
chained in the woods at night and wild redskins held a 
war dance around his body. Just at daybreak he suc- 
ceeded in picking the lock on his chain and freed him- 
self. The Indians did not see him pick the lock, and as 
he walked away before their eyes he told them not to 
touch him as the Great Spirit had freed him. Many of 
them were so frightened that they ran away. A few of 
the more intelligent again caused his arrest and he was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to be hanged, but the 
United States finally intervened in time to save his Ife. 


Some Severe Penalties. 


In the Choctaw nation, a fine of $1000 has beea im- 
posed upon any young buck who is so foolish as to fall 
in love with, and marry a white girl, and amy Chick- 
asaw girl who weds a white man is banished from the 
tribe. In the Seminole nation, chicken thieves are sub- 
ject to fifty lashes on the bare back, while horre t*teves 
go free if they can escape the popular local penalty for 
horse stealing, at the hands of the injured party. 
Adultery in any of the tribes is a serious offense, and 
is punishable by from three to ten years in prison. In- 
dian outlaws, if they steal from and murder Indians are 
not punished, but if they molest white people they are 
hanged. The Indian laws are stringent in protecting the 
white men from the Indians, but they do not allow white 
men among the Indians any favors. 

It used to te the law that any white man who married 
an Indian girl was allowed to share in the riches of the 
tribe, but in most of the tribes that law has been re- 
pealed, and the white man who now takes to himself 
a red-skin wice gets ncthing except what she is willing 
to give him. Most of these Indian women are well-to-do 
and few of them ever marry Indians. 

The Cherokee Council not long ago tried to pas; a bill 
prohibiting inter-marriage. The proposed bill came to 
the notice of some of the prospective tridezgro-ms. They 
straightaway started out upon a collecting tour. Every 
white man who was known to be attentive to any In- 
dian girl was called upon to contribute. Even the 
Indian maidens themee vcs who were prospective brides, 
were “touched.” Before the bi!l was brought up, a pow- 
erful, influential, and (which is the same thing) well 
“heeled” bachelor’s lobby was on hand at the Cherokee 
capital to fight the bill. It never became a taw, be- 
ing defeated everwhelmingiy. Incidentally many of the 
Cherokee girls of the half. or quarter blood, who are 
etill, despite the admixtuye, members of the tribe, are 
decidedly pretty and in almost all cases they prefer to 
marry white men rather than the braves of their own 
or other tribes. 

Congress has known for sometime that. the Indian 
councils were most corrupt and two a law 
was paseed putting an end to this kind of legislation. 
The sessions now in progress will be the last. Reports 
from Indian capitals say that the Indians are making 
the most of !t.

A thousand years before 
Solomon wrote his letters to Hiram, King of Tyre, 

n scribes were writing letters to their masters 
from the temples and offices of Fayum, and the torn 
and blotted fragments of these dispatches are to be 
seen in our museums. And now there may be seen in 
the new Babylonian_room of the British Museum a series 
of letters written on square clay tablets which passed 
through the post in the days when Father Abraham was 
a middle-aged man and, perhaps, himself writing to his 
relations in Ur from his new home in the promised 
land. 

The fine collection of official and private letters 
dating from the time of the first dynasty of Babylon, 
about B. C. 22, which the museum has acquired is rich 
in material for the student of history and sociology. 
These letters, which have been carefully copied by L. 
King, F.S.A.. of the Oriental department, and which 
Messrs. Luzac & Co., the publishers to the Indian office, 
will shortly publish, are indeed most astonishing in the 
revelation they afford of the system of government, and 
the affairs of state in an oriental empire some 4000 
years ago. They afford, moreover, another convincing 
proof of the conservative and unchanging character 
of oriental officialism. As we glance at the contents of 
these clay dispatches, each of which has been carried 
ih its clay envelope by the “dugab,.” or “government 
courier,” or “postmafi,” to the person to whom it was 
addressed, it seems as if we must be reading the offi- 
cial correspondence of some district in Northern In- 
dia.

RAILROADING IN JAPAN. 
QUEER LITTLE LUNCH BOXES THAT THE JAP- 
ANESE PATRONIZE WHILE TRAVELING.

It is in the second and third-class railroad carriages 
that the foreigner who wishes to study the life of the 


Japanese people will fcel well rewarded for his observa- 
tione. On entering a carriage the firat thing one notices 


. are whfte lines drawn across the glass windows, and 


upon inquiry the information is elicited that the simple 
foik who travel in the cars for the first time are unused 
to glass, which, perhaps, they have never seen before, 
and that they are apt to put their heads through if 
there is nothing to indicate that a substance bars the 
way. 

During the cold Weathtr all Japanese travelers carry 
rugs, for the cars are merely heated by long steel cylin- 
ders filled with hot water, and laid on the floor. 
Sometimes these are taken out at each station, and 
newly-filled ones put in their places, but more often 
they are allowed to stand till they get thoroughly cold, 
and since the passengere are always pulling open the 
windows, Japanese cars in midwinter are a menace to 
the health of every individual who has become used to 
an even temperature within doors. 

‘The smallest incident of travel is enough to break 
the ice, and if a person has a wrong ticket or has lost 
anything it is a matter of interest and solicitude for 
everybody else. Many of the passengers read as we do, 
but they also are apt to behave with the same unre- 
strained freedom as in their own homes. If they are 
starting on a long journey they at once proceed to make 
themselves as comfortable as possible. A rug is spread 
out on the seat, for they are very particular never to sit 
on anything that is not perfectly clean. Then they 
shake off their “geta,” or wooden clogs, and curl their 
feet up underneath. The next thing is a smoke in which 
both men and women indulge, sometimes cigarette after 
cigarette, but more often the tiny pipe which never con- 
tains more tobacco than a wisp the size of a pea, and 
affords* one, sometimes, two puffs to the smoker. The 
ash is then knocked out on the floor, and another wisp 
stuffed in, and lighted from the smoldering ash which 
has just been throwngway. This is kept up, off and on, 
for bours. When not smoking, eating is going on. 
At every station there are venders of the lit'\le mandarin 
oranges, of which every passenger buys a dozen or more, 
and eats them in short time, throwing the skins about 
on the floor. Boys pases by with tea in tiny earthen 
pots, a cup plad®d over the top, and this may be pur- 


chased for 3 sen (1% cents,) and the teapot is Ieft in“ 


the car. Besides leaning out of the car windows to 
buy th the little wooden boxes filled with lunch are 
‘in great demand. In the upper part is closely-packed 
rice, in the lower all sorts of little pickles and bits of 
cake. Attached are two wooden chopsticks. Since the 


Japanese perch themselves on the scats, and when they ° 


do put their feet on the floor, they are enéased in 
wooden clogs, they throw all sorts of refuge about, and 
from appearance of a car after the passengers have been 
in it a little while, one would imagine that the people 
are very untidy In their way of living. It is safe to say 
that the cars are about the most untidy places in 
Japan. Porters enter at some of the stations, and brush 
up whole pans full of refuse, and on some lines of the 
road, a small boy in a spruce unjform comes to the car 
door at each stop, with a clothes brush in his hand, 
makes a deep bow to the occupants, and inquires it 
there is anything that they want! But the greatest 
comfort and blessing in Japanese railroad travel are the 
“red caps,” who are to be found in plentiful numbers 
in every station. They are porters who wear little caps 
of vivid red, and who will immediately relieve you of 
all your bundles and wraps, take them to your jin- 
rikisha, get your checks, and attend to your baggage. 
They do all this for the munificent sum of 2 sen (1
